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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. In view of the Appeal brief filed on 6/16/06, PROSECUTION IS HEREBY REOPENED. 
A new ground of rejection is set forth below. 

To avoid abandonment of the application, appellant must exercise one of the following 
two options: 

(1 ) file a reply under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 1 (if this Office action is non- final) or a reply under 37 
CFR 1.113 (if this Office action is final); or, 

(2) initiate a new appeal by filing a notice of appeal under 37 CFR 41.31 followed by an 
appeal brief under 37 CFR 41.37. The previously paid notice of appeal fee and appeal brief fee 
can be applied to the new appeal. If, however, the appeal fees set forth in 37 CFR 41 .20 have 
been increased since they were previously paid, then appellant must pay the difference between 
the increased fees and the amount previously paid.

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-10, 96 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bonta et al. 
(U.S. Patent Number 6,337,983). 

Regarding claim 7, Bonta et al. discloses essentially all the claimed invention as set 
fourth in the instant application, further Bonta et al. discloses a signal transmitting method in a 
base station (which reads on column 11 lines 17-18), comprising the steps of: transmitting a 
common channel signal at a first predetermined power level (which reads on column 1 1 lines 17- 
18); transmitting a pilot signal at a second predetermined power level, the pilot signal being 
transmitted at a power level greater than the second predetermined power level for a 
predetermined time period (which reads on column 1 1 lines 23-24); and transmitting a data 
channel signal (which reads on column 4 lines 6-12). 

Regarding claim 2, Bonta et al. discloses the pilot signal transmitted at the predetermined 
power level is spread first spreading code, and the pilot signal being transmitted at the higher 
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power level for the predetermined time period is spread by a second spreading code (which reads 
on column 11 lines 17-18). 

Regarding claim 5, Bonta et al . discloses wherein the pilot signal is spread by one 
spreading (which reads on column 1 1 lines 17-18). 

Regarding claims 4 and 5, Bonta et al. discloses wherein the first and second spreading 
codes are orthogonal codes (which reads on column 1 1 lines 17-18). 

Regarding claim 6, Bonta et al. discloses wherein the predetermined time period is 
located at the boundary of consecutive data frames of the second signal (which reads on column 
7 lines 35-36). 

Regarding claim 7, Bonta et al. discloses wherein the predetermined time period 
occupies half of said consiecutive data frames (which reads on column 1 1 lines 17-18). 

Regarding claim 8y Bonta et al, discloses wherein the predetermined time period is set in 
consideration of propagation environment around the base station, arrangement of base stations, 
and a signal bandwidth (which reads on column 1 1 lines 17-18). 

Regarding claim 9, Bonta et al. discloses wherein the predetermined time period 
represents a fraction of one data frame (which reads on column 1 1 lines 3-22). 

Regarding claim 10, Bonta et al. discloses wherein the higher power level is equal to the 
overall transmission power of the base station (which reads on column 1 1 lines 12-40). 

Regarding claim 96, Bonta et al. discloses wherein the transmission power of one of the 
common channel signal and the data cha signal is decreased for the predetermined time period 
(which reads on column 1 1 lines 17-18). 
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Response to Arguments
